EASY WAY TO WATER PLANTS 
Items at Green Ridge. 


Simple Device That Solvee Difficulty 
of Caring for Plante When 
Away From Home. 


When you wish to he away from 
home for a few days, and there is no 
one to water the house plants, the 
simple device shown here will help to 
solve the difficulty. 
Just before leaving, water the plants 
thoroughly. 
On a box or old chair in 
some suitable place set a very large 
pail, or the wash boiler, filled with 
water. On the floor round the box ar­ 
range the pots of plants in saucers or 
plates to protect the floor from mois­ 
ture. 
From a piece of unbleached muslin 
tear strips long enough to reach from 
the bottom*of the inside of the pail to 
each flower pot. Fasten all the strips 
together at one end, and attach to the 
fastened ends a weight of some kind 
heavy enough to sink them to the bot­ 
tom of the pail. Then spread out the 
strips of muslin all round the rim of 
the vessel, and . lead them to the 
plants, one strip to each pot, where a

DEVICE FOR DISH WASHING 


Home-Made Machine in Which Dishee 
Arc Swirled Around In Wire 
Baaket. 


A simple form of dish-washing ma­ 
chine that a handy man can make at 
home has been invented by a Minneso­ 
ta woman. 
It is designed primarily 
for use in 
hotels and restaurants, 
where the dishes are too numerous to 
be washed by hand, but It will 
be 
found a useful article in large house­ 
holds. 
The apparatus consists of a 
base board with two upright posts in 
the center of either side. These posts 
have a ratable shaft passing through 
them with an eccentric wheel on each 
end and a crank to turn IL Just above

this are slots to receive a cross bar 
and guide Its upward and downward 
movement, and a wire basket is slung 
on this cross bar. The machine Is 
placed in sink or tub full of hot water 
and the basket filled with dishes. The 
crank is then turned, and as the ec­ 
centric wheels revolve they raise and 
lower the cross bar resting on them 
and thus raise and lower the basket, 
with the result that the dishes are 
thoroughly rinsed by the water, which 
should be kept hot enough to clean 
them throughly. *

Confect loner's Paper, 
Th'n, Strong

Useful by Housekeepers. 


One of the cleanest and cheapest 
of money saving devices for house­ 
keepers is “confectioners’ paper.” It 
Is thin, strong and flexible, and Im­ 
pervious to air and moisture.

are leading after the first couple ol 
hundred yards; that is to say, ter 
seconds or thereabouts after the race 
bas begun. 
As soos as betting is tc 
stop a bell farting in all the par:-.nutue 
booths all over the race track, but the 
bell never rings until some seconds 
after the start 
The syndicate of betting men whom 
the officials are watching have been 
profiting by this state of affairs. Their 
system is knowrn at Longchamps. Au 
feuil and the other race tracks as 
‘wireless telegraph.” 
It is very sim­ 
ile. 
Men are dotted about between 
the start and the beting booth, and 
signal to their accomplices by means 
af a special code. The signal is pass 
ed on with lightning rapidity, and en 
Ables the men near the booths, whc 
are waiting with the money in theii 
hands, to bet on what is practically 
a certainty.
